FROM RUSSIA 


Edward Van Winkle Denies 
Sensational Story 
Published. 


Bdward K Van Winkle, of the Van 
Winkle Gin and Machine Works, returned 
to Atlanta yesterday after a trip lasting 
several months and covering a distance 


(of many thousand miles. Mr. Van Win- 
| kle left Atlanta for Baku in one of the 
| southern districts of Russia, for the pur- 
i pose of’ establishing some machinery 
which was purchased from the Atlanta 
firm. The machinery was ordered by the 
Russian government whieh naturally de- 
sired an expert to set up the machinery 
ang explain its workings. The fact that 
Atianta-made products are now being or- 
dered proves the spread of the Atlanta 


Spirit in a practical] way which leaves 
no room for additional comment. The 
whole glory of thig added reputation to 
the Gate City of vhe south lies*in the 
fact that it is true. 

When he government of Russia wanted 
an expert, it was finally decided that Mr. 
Van Winkle should make the important 
trip. When seen upon his return yester- 
day; Mr. Van Winkle was most modest 
and reticent and begged to be excused 
from being interviewed regarding his 
trip. He insisted that it was entirely a 
matter of business and. without incident 
of special interest to the public. When 
asked in regard to the report that he 
had been deported from Russia, he said 
that there was absolutely nothing to it. 
While the trip hag been a long one an! 
in some instances rather tedious, there 
had been many pleasant features and af- 
ter seeing so much of the world, he had 
come back more convinced than ever 
that Atlanta was the West place on 
eerth. 

While Mr. Van Winkle was 80 modest 
in regard to his accomplishments, somé 
of his close friends are authority for the 
statement that he encountered many 
hardships in the making of the trip, .or 
at least, any other person would have 
considered them as hardships. While 
of course, most of the long journey war 
accomplished, by rail, Baku is tn one of 
those out-of-the-way corners of the 
worlg which also necessitated some over- 
land travel. f 

That an American should have over- 
come these obstacles in a strange coun- 
try and not knowing the language—Mr. 
Van Winkle admits a large persona! 
shortage in regard to the Russian tongue 
reflects credit on his country, but with 
the Atlanta Sririt as a motive power 
and a large part of school and business 
training, Mr. Van Winkle appears to 
look upon the trip quite as a matter of 
fact, and as he himself states, ‘purely 
busineess.”’

Unusually deep | ‘signt ance HA 
taches to a statement in which the 
federal department of commerce and 
labor draws attention to the astound- 
ing growth of. the cotton exports of 
the United States during the past 
five years. Government reports, as a 
rule, make precious dry reading. But’ 
in the instance under discussion the 
tale unwinds in consecutigg yet fas- 
cinating style in a way calculated to 
quicken the pulse of the business 
man and the patriot, whose privilege 
it is to be thankful that his home is 
in the southern states. 

“Cotton is king in the export rec- 
ord of the United States for the fis.

BY THE DEMOCRA TIC CONVEN ION 


ACON, GA., September .4.—(Spe- 
M cial.)—Following is the platform 
adopted by the state convention: 

The committee on resorutions beg leave 
to submit the following report: 

The democracy of Georgia, assembleg in 
convention, after the most memorable 
campaign ever waged before the people 
of this state, reaffirms its abiding faith 
in the doctrines pf the party as declared 
by its great founder.

We condemn the system by which the 
great railroad corporations of the coun- 
try have been permitted to issue fabu- 
lous amounts of fictitious watered 
stocks and bonds, many times in ex- 
cess of the values of the property upon 
which they are based.

The constitution of Georgta imposes 
upon the general assembly the duty of 
passing laws, from time to time, to 
prohibit the various railroads of Geor- 
xia charging more than just and reason- 
able rates for the transportation of 
freight and passengers.

The Railroad Commission. 

The geographical situation of Georgia, 
her extensive sea coast and proximity 
to deep water navigation, entitle our 
people to as cheap freight rates as are 
given to the people in ntighboring states 
milarly situated, and cheaper than the 
rates tnat are given in states remote 
from the sea. Water transpostation is 
claimed to be the controlling factor in 
the establishment and maintenance of 
fréight rates, The rivers and harbors 
of Georgia should be @ factor in fram- 
ing the rate exacted of the people of 
Georgia.
